Club Representatives 
Meet to Oppose Cut 

State -Wide Camuaiirn Plan- 
ned to Petition Legislature 
Not to Make Cut

"The youth of today Is not so 
different from other generations.' 
was the opinion expressed by Dr 
8. Pnrkes Cadman. pastor of the 
First Congregational church of 
Brooklyn, when Interviewed on his 
arrival In Lexington Monday night, 
to deliver the convocation address 
at 10 o'clock this morning in Mem- 
orial hall His subjects during the 
series of nine addresses here will 
Include the "Approach to Religion" 
and a discussion of "Immortality." 

It was a rather portly, white hatr- 
ed man that stepped from the train 
A closer view revealed a face fur- 
rowed from a life of thoughtful and 
reverent consideration of life and 
men His conversation with the 
writer was sufficient to reveal his 
friendly attitude toward those with 
whom he is associated and his state- 
ments indicated his understanding 
and Interest in the affairs through- 
out the world. 

In speaking of the students' at- 
titude toward religion. Doctor Cad- 
man expressed the view that college 
students are not unresponsive to 
spiritual religion. They are inter- 
ested In a genuine religion and will 
not be satisfied with sham and 
pretense. He further stated that 
there was a general tendency amone 
all Protestants to neglect church 
and that such an attitude Is not 
oeculiar to college students. He ad- 
ded, however, that staying awav 
from church could not be regarded 

an Indication of a religious atti- 
tude 

He added that the United States 
needed a wider distribution of spir- 
itual and cultural influences and 
'hat he was more interested In com- 
ing to the South than In speaking 
In the North which Is mo-c abun- 
dantly provided with speakers of 
various tvrjes. He said that If It 
were possible, he would advocate a 
distribution of funds for education 
from the New England states to the 
Southern states 

When asked to give his opinion 
of state universities and denomina- 
tional colleces as training places for 
students, he reDlied "that anv school 
which did not base its teaching on 
relieious principles could not be a 
eood place for young people." He 
nointed out that churches were the 
promoters of the educational svs- 
tems and the founders of our first 
colleges. He added that state in- 
stitutions could not afford to souab- 
ble over religious doctrines since so 
manv different views are represent- 
ed among the student bodv 

Commenting on the differences 
between Americin and European 
universities. Doctor Cadman said 
that in America a liberal education 
was considered as the privilege of 
everyone who desired it. whereas in 
Europe, onlv an exceptional few- 
have the opportunity of attending 
a university "The best of our stu- 
dents are eoual to the best of Euro- 
nean students, but our UBlVMlUlM 
are made up of a mo-e mixed groun 
including a greater number of 
•duds'." he said. 

In speaking of students, the lec- 
turer said that in a large measure 
thev were too inclined to follow the 
herd instinct and. as a result, were 
less individualistic than they miaht 
be. His most Impressive remark, 
according to the viewpoint of the 
Kernel reporter, was that young 
oeople of todav must be given a 
chance to develop and to learn by 
experience. No matter what mis- 
takes they may make, the world will 
be no worse than the condition in 
which they found it.

Final Figures Show Total 
Of 3.011 Enrolled 



A total registration of 3.011 
students wa.s announced from 
the office of the registrar when 
It closed yesterday afternoon, of- 
ficially terminating the regular 
period of registration.

Fees fill be charged for 
further schedule changes and no 
classes now may be dropped with- 
out failing grades.

It was announced Monday 

In accordance with the theme of 
this year's annual, an original 
dedicatory poem In the style of 
Tennvsons Idylls of the King", 
has been written and will accom- 
pany Professor Orehan's picture In 
the annual. 

Each year the annual is dedicat- 
ed to some individual who Is out- 
standing In some particular field 
Last year the book was dedicated 
to Dean F Paul Anderson, of the 
college. In 1930, the 
was dedicated, rather 
vaguely, to the World War dead 
and In 1929. to Henry Watterson. 
statesman and general of the Re- 
construction period. 

Professor Orehan at present, In 
addition to being the head of the 
department of Journalism, is chair- 
man of the Athletic council of the 
university, and university represen 
tative to the Southern Conference 
Athletic Association meeting to be 
held Feb 26 and 27. He Is a mem- 
ber of the editorial staff of the 
Lexington Herald, a member of Al- 
pha Delta Sigma, an alumnus o' 
Kappa Alpha social fraternity ar 
honorary life member of the Ken 
tucky Press Association, a member 
of Kappa Tau Alpha, national pro- 
fessional Journalistic fraternity, and 
author of an unDublished book or 
the study of words, the contents o' 
which are now being used in hi' 
class work. 

Professor Grehan was graduated 
from Transvlvanla university lr 
1894 and In that vear was winner o' 
the Kentucky Oratorical diamond 
medal. He was news editor of the 
Lexington Leader for six years un- 
der the late 8am J. Roberts. 

For 25 vears Mr Orehan has been 
connected with the editorial staff 
of the Lexington Herald but re- 
signed as managing editor to install 
the department of Journalism at the 
university in 1914. Mr Grehan was 
the promoter of the plan for uni- 
versity students in Journalism to

to be used In the publication of the 
student newspaper and for Instruc- 
tional purposes. 

The Kentucky Kernel was first 
published under its present name 
in 1914. the year the Journalism 
department was organized. The de- 
partment of journalism at the uni- 
versty is now classed as an "A" 
school among 25 "A" schools in the 
United States, and the Kernel press 
is the only student -purchased press 
in America, so far as is known. 
Twenty-two thousand dollars has 
been paid in nine years on the to- 
tal cost of The Kernel plant, which 
was $27,000.

The proposed 15 per cent cut in 
the state budget as it affects the 
university has met with numerous 
protests bv organizations 111 Lexlng 
ton. especially the Kentucky Edu- 
cation association. 

In Lexington the Rotarv club 
Lions club. Optimist ctub. Klwanis 
club, the Kentucky Federation of 
Woiik n's clubs, and the Kentucky 
Congress of Parents and Teachers 
have voiced protests 

The fight Is being carried on by 
various luncheon clubs, women's 
organizations and civic bodies of the 
state, manv of which have sent 
resolutions to members of the gen- 
eral assimblv asking them to curb 
the proposed cut.

Birds of a feather flock to- 
gether." Is a saying frequently 
quoted, but as the word "contra- 
dict" is found almost everywhere 
It can be applied In this case. For 
whoever will examine the old li- 
brary will find in it one room in 
which the floor Is littered wtith 
numerous species of birds, both wild 
and tame. 

The huge collection of stuffed 
"fliers" resembles a convention, and 
each bird stands upon its pedestal 
seemingly awaiting a roll call, with 
the exception of a few which have 
lost their heads. This group con- 
stitutes the result of the work ol 
Dr. W. D Funkhouser in his at- 
tempt to obtain different species. 
Some of the birds have been mount- 
ed for two decades, yet the work 
was done so well that there still re- 
mains an exact figure of the bird. 
The labels upon some of the differ- 
ent species show that the Smith- 
sonian insitute aided in mounting 
some of the birds. 

The names of every species there 
exhibited would comprise a large 
list for it seems that every type Is 
represented Wise Mr. Owl Is there, 
blinking his eyes at some of his 
distant relations by his fide, as 
there are numerous species of owls 
in the collection. One can not miss 
the conspicuous crane standing in 
the corner farthest from the door, 
for his long legs raise him to a po- 
sition loftier than that occupied by 
most of the birds. Near by is a baby 
ostrich, much smaller than the 
ostrich which has reached a ma- 
ture stage. By its side stands the 
dumbest appearing bird in the en- 
tire collection— the great auk 

Perhaps the smallest bird lound 
among the lot Is the wren, how- 
ever, the warbler runs a close sec- 
ond The king of the air, the mighty 
eagle, stands beside a pelican, 
which In turn is facing a rare speci- 
men of the food once relished by our 
"pilgrim fathers." the wild turkey. 

There is an Interesting story con- 
nected with a trumpeter swan stand- 
ing In this group The skin of this 
rare bird was found in a pile of 
lubbi-sh In the basement of the 
Science building Immediately fol- 
lowing the removal of the Journal- 
ism department from that place 
to the new McVey hall. The speci- 
men was then sent to Smltlisonian 
institute to be stuffed but to do so 
the mounters had to twist the neck 
over Its back Thus there now is 
found hi the collection this mount- 
ed swan, considered very rare, due 
to the fact that there are only five 
mounted specimens In existence, 
one of them uow found at Transyl-

"In politics the skies arr begin- 
ning to clear." he explained "It Is 
•he opportunity for UN Torres of 
"ood government and they are not 
letting the opportunity pass." 

Upon thr college graduates de- 
fends a large part of the leadership 
which Is necessary to b-ing about 
"ood goernment. world peace, im- 
nroved sorlal conditions and a bet- 
•rrmrnt generally In world prob- 
'ems. and t,hey are meeting the 
'est. he said. 

Mr Taft's address shared honors 
with a message sent to the associa- 
tion by Principal L P. Jacks of 
Manchester College. Oxford Univer- 
sity. England, who 
-Ivlllzatlon standing 
choices —education and ratasironhc 
— wiMi the possibility that catas- 
trophe would prevail unless human 
beings are raised to a higher level 
mentally, phvsleally, and morall? 
Both Mr Taft and Principal .lacks 
stressed this theme— the attainment 
of higher Ideals In 
tlon so that a man 
better equipped to meet the 
lems of life. 

Mr. Taft said that evevry stu- 
dent should be taught as part of 
his course to keep activity of his 
daily life In proportion— In such a 
form that It could be utilized to the 
best advantage In the years after 
thev left college 

"Every collepe provides for thr 
proper physical development of its 
students." he said. "How manv make 
the definite effort to teach them 
how to maintain their physical 
health when they leave colWe? 

"How many have given self-confi- 
dence In expressing themselves 
through the written or snoken word? 
How manv can read aloud without 
making fools of themselves? I take 
all that to be not merely desirable 
but necessary, to a full, happy and 
effective life. 

"How many are taught ideals of 
family and social llvinr? Surely 
there Is a reservoir of human ex- 
perience In these fields which should 
be made available to boys and girls 
and young men and young women 
Whv should they 
marriage with no 
soever? 

"In college and school they are 
taught literature languages, fine 
arts, hlstorv. and economics. Are 
thev taught how to make those sub- 
iects guides and friends in Jovous 
living? Are they related to adult 
life itself after graduation? 

"What heln is given to the stu- 
dent in finding a plan of life n 
theory of living? 

When a man has left collece for 
five or six years and the freshness 
of his new orrunatlon has worn off 
he will be strange If he does not 
begin to wonder what use his job Is 
anyway, and what life is all about 
If a few fundamental orir-Hples 
are pounded into him durin" his 
educational experience, they will re- 
turn to help him when he reaches 
that stage 

"This R>-oup will certainly not 
question the necessity of a sntrltual 
background for happv and effective 
living. What effort do the colleges 
make to assl«t their stud»nts In 
securing such a background?"

ChooslnR a« his subject A Birds- 
eye View of the Aluminum Indus- 
try." Doctor Frary s'ated that the 
greatest difficulty encountered dur- 
ing the aluminum infancy was in 
flndlnn n place for aluminum How- 
ever, the advantages of lightness in 
weight, durability, and strength of 
this metal offset Its necessarily 
higher cost over iron and other 
metals 

The si>eaker said that aluminum 
was derived from the minerals, 
syenite and bauxite, and refining 
process was very expensive. Only 
small amounts can refined each 
time and thus the cost of handling 
was augmented by loss of time. In 
a comparison with the smelting of 
Iron, the speaker continued, the 
largest amounts In which aluminum 
can be handled Is In 450 pound lots. 

Doctor Frary illustrated his lec- 
ture with slides, showing the var- 
ious new uses of aluminum in air- 
planes, dirigibles, and railroad cars.

the discussion which followed 

Doctor Chambers was asked to 
discuss especially the health section 
of the League of Nations. "Thh 
section.'' he said. " was quite dif- 
ferent from all other sections in 
that the preventive side of medicine 
was in program when the League 
was organized.'' Doctor Chambers 
showed that the Greeks. Egyptians. 
Babylonians and Hebrews contri- 
buted to medicine. Durlns the me- 
dieval times the science was retard- 
ed but again came forward with 
the Renaissance At this time it 
was found that all the science of 
medicine was a translation from 
the Oreek to the Latin, often pass- 
ing through four languages. But 
it was accepted as an authority and 
even nature was judged incorrect 
when one or the other was in ques- 
tion. 

Doctor Chambers said that Para- 
celsus, who was recognized as a 
'red' and 'quack' or 'bolshevik' tore 
down much of the established au- 
thority and converted the science 
into chaos but freed it so that Ve- 
salius. a Belgian who did his great 
work at Padua, has since been rec- 
ognized as the first great modern 
phvsician. Vesalius contributed 
modern anatomy: William Harvev. 
an Englishman, contributed modern 
physiology, and Morgagni. an Ital- 
ian, gave the world pathology. 

On this structure of anatomy, 
phvsiology and pathologv modern 
clinical medicine was built Many 
great clinical schools grew up in 
Europe between the time of the 
Renaissance and the rise of pre- 
ventive medicine. Preventive medi- 
cine has probably made greater con- 
tributions to human welfare than 
any other branch of medicine and 
it has made it all in the last 50 
vears. International action dates 
from 1851 when the International 
congress of hvgiene was organized 
in Paris. This o'Ranization met at 
intervals and undertook manv in- 
teresting problems in the control of 
disease. It regulated traffic through 
the Suez Canal, to and from the 
Mecca and on the Danube. Flnallv 
In 1907 in the International Con- 
Rress of Hvgiene established a per- 
manent office with permanent per- 
sonnel first in Vienna and Paris 
This organization has been verv 
active since its

DR. S. P. CADMAN 
TO SPEAK AT U.K. 



Dr 8 Parkes Cadman. national- 
ly known radio speaker and pastor 
of the Centra] Congressional Church. 
Brooklvn. New York, will open a 
three day program at the university 
with an address at 10 o'clock this 
morning at a convocation in Mem- 
orial hall. 

Dr. Cadman will make nine ad- 
dresses during his stay in Lexing- 
ton, three of which will be open 
to the general public. The other 
meetings are reserved for student 
and professional groups and can ac- 
commodate only a limited number 
in conjunction with the main pro- 
gram 

The three-day series of talks will 
bring to a conclusion the religious 
emphasis week program which has 
been sponsored at the university by 
the Y. M. and Y W. C A. These 
two organizations also were instru- 
mental in securing the services of 
Doctor Cadman for the program 
here. 

The speaker is well known for his 
radio talks and his question and 
answer columns In the dally news- 
papers. He has been a prominent 
figure in national religious cjrc' p s 

positions of that type during the 
last few years. 

From 1924 to 1928 he was presi- 
dent of the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, and 
since 1928 he has acted as radio 
minister for the Council. He has 
been president of the Church and 
Drama league, and was a delegate 
to Oreat Britain for the Tercenten- 
nial of the sailing of the Mayflower 
Doctor Cadman has given lecture 
courses at the University of Cali- 
fornia. Yale and Vanderbllt Uni- 
versity. 

He is well known also for his 
literary works among which are the 
following publications: The Vlctorv 
of Christians. The Three Religious 
Leaders of Oxford. Christianity and 
the State, and William Owen. A 
Biography. However, he Is best 
known to the reading public through 
his question and answer column* 
which appear In dally papers- 
throughout the country-
